rConcluded from our Paper of Monday Jaf. | 
MONG the various other tl ings which have been circulated to his 
A prejudice, it has been fuid that Mr Donellan once advited Sis ‘Theo- 
dofius to keep his phylic in his.bed-ro0om, and not to putit into the room 
adjoining, which he ulually kept locked, and that Lady Boughton 
heard him give her fon fuch advice. Mr Donellan does not dilavow 
giving Sir ‘Vheodofius tuch advice, nor the circumflance of his men- 
tioning it before Lady Boughton, a cireumftance which alone ought to 
convince every rational perion, that his intention in doiag it was 
ood. 

‘The faét was, that Sir Theodofius being ufed to amufe himfelf with 
mixing up poifons for deftroying sats, and for various other purpofes, 
and happening to fay once, when Lady Boughton was prefent, that 
he was near taking a bottle of poifon inttead of his phyfic, Mr Do- 
nellan advifed him to keep his poifons feparate from his phytic, and to 
put one of them in the bed-room, and the other in the room adjoin- 
ing, and then he would not be liable to fuch miftake in future. 

Avother circumflance of Mr Denellan’s having bought arfenic, has 
alfo been fpread about the country with every malignity which ill-na- 
ture could fuggeft. He had occalion to go to Rugby one morning, 
which Sir Theodofius knowing, requefted him, before Lady Boughton 
and Mrs Donellan, at breakfa(t, to bring him a pound of arienic from 
Mr Powell’s, which Mr Donellan expreffed a wiih to decline; upoa 
which Sir Theodofius grew warm, and faid, thatif he would not bring 
it, he fhould not have his mare to ride that morning; whereupon 
Lady Boughton advited Mr Donellan to comply ; being further preffed 
by her Ladythip, he at length confented to bring a quarter of a pound, 
faying, that was fufficient to deflroy all the rats in the parifh, and 
afked Sir Theodotius if ge had ufed all that he had bought at 
Coventry. When Mr Donellan returned, he brought a quarter of a 
pound of arfenic in a lump, which, left he thould forget, ir ‘Theodo- 
fius had made a written memorandum of, which Mr Donellan has 
lately found, wherein is contained the article of arfenic among't the 
ref{t of the things, a favourable circum{tance, confidering the malicious 
had handled this matter very invidioufly againft him. On Mr Donel- 
lan’s delivering the arfeniec to Sir Theodofius, he told Mr Donellan it 
would not do, the fame being in a jump, and therefore Mr Donellan, 
the next day, took it back again to Mr Powell to be beat to powder, 
and, with Sir Theodofins’s directions, to fend three quarters of a pound 
more, which Mr Powell complied with, and accordingly fent the fame 
by Samuel Froft, the tervant boy. 

It has likewife been afferted, that Mr Donellan was very much bene- 
fited by the death of Sir Theodofius, His wife and children are bene- 
fited by the death of Sir ‘Cheodolius, but Mr Donellan is not abfolute~ 
ly fo; for on his marriage he executed a fettlement, by Whfth ic will 
appear, that he not only debarred himfelf of any controul over his 
wife’s then fortune, which was three thoufand poygds, but alfo of all 
property whatever, real or perfonal, which shlghllAteerwerds fall to 
her, either by defcent, gift, devife, or otherwife; and that he has even 
excluded himfelf the benefit of what is almoft always invariably referv- 
ed to the hufband, which is the right of poffefing all or fome part of 
the wife’s fortune for his life after her deceate; therefore, he could 
not in faét be faid to have any abfolute intereft in Sir ‘Theodolins’s 
death. But im order to prove the contrary, and that it certainly was 
his intereft he thould live, Sir Theodofius had (as is well known to 
Lady Boughton) promifed, that on his coming of age, he would pre- 
fent Mr Dohellan to the living of Great Harborough, worth upwards 
of two hundred pounds a-year, now in the pofletfion of Mr Newfam, 
on the prefentation of Lady Boughton and Sir William Wheeler until 
Sir Theodofius fhould be ef age, in cafe he (Mr Donellan) would take 
‘orders, which he has been preparing to do for thefe two years pat(t, in 
confequence of fuch promife. It is alfo well known to Lady Boughton, 
that Sir Theodofius promifed him the living of Newbold upon Avon, 
worth upwards of two hundred pounds a-year more, on the death of 
Mr Parker, the prefent incumbent, who is infirm, and near 70 years 
of age. So that had Sir Theodofius lived, Mr Donellan would have 
been ww the certain pofleffion of a maintenancé for life, which he is 
not now fure of; therefore, it muft appear clear that he could have no 
abfolute intereft in Sir ‘Theodofius’s death. 

In Augult 1777, Mr Donellan made his will, by which he difpofes 
of his property to Sir Theodofius, after the death of Mrs Donellan, in 
cafe fhe thould die without iflue by him, and which will was made by 
a Mr White, an attorney, in Cattle-yard, Holborn, and is ready to be 
produced *. ‘Though Sir ‘Theodofius never, or very teldom, attended 
to his advice, yet, to prove that he believed Mr Donellan his friend, 
and one who had his interett at heart, he never was concerned in any 
broils or quarrels, which were many, but he always fent for, or applied 
to Mr Donellan to extricate him from them, in preference to any 
body elfe, as is well known to Lady Boughton and others. 

He quarrelled with a Mr Wildgoofe, of Daventry, at Rugby aflem- 
bly, in the fummer 1779, and challenged him to fight. Mr Donellaa 
defires no other jutftice than that Mr Wildgeofe, whom Mr Donellan 
never before faw, nor has fince feen, may relate the humane part he 
took, when Sir Theodofius fent for him po(t to Lawford, out of his 
bed, to he his fecond—a matter which Lady Boughton mex well re- 
colleét, ‘as the delivered the ictter Sir ‘Theodolius tent on that occafion 
to Mr Donellan at his bedfide +. 

Another time Sir ‘heedofius challenged the Rev. Mr Charteris of 
Rugby, at Rugby aflembly alfo, and fent immediately ty Lawlord-halli 
for Mr Donellan, who inflantly attended, to prevent the matter going 
any farther, and fettled and ended the fame ft. 

At Eath likewife, in feveral difputes he had there, which Lady 
Boughton can prove. § She can likewile prove, if ihe pleates, that 
fhe has often remonitrated with Mr Donellan, and advifed him to let 
her fon take his courfe, and never to interfere in his quarrels, and 
hinted, asa reafon for her giving him fuch advice, that he 
paring to take orders, and tiat, therefore, it was improper for him to 
appear on fuch occafions, as the fame might be mifrepreiented by his 
euzmies. 

Another time Mr Donellan really faved the life of Sir Theod 
for, happening once to be with Lacy Boughton and Mr Done 
the Rev. Mr Parker's, of Newbold, afked him, Mr Parker, for the 
key of the church, faying, that le wanted to go to the top of it, Mr 
Donelian, knowing how ca:ele%s he waz, thought it would be impru- 
dent to let him go alone, and therefore went with him, When they

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had reaehed the top.of the churéh,, Sif ofrag wank 
the weathercock to try if he could turn tt. Mr Donel! s 
from the fame, biif he infifed upon doing Yt, and accordingly made 
the attempt, but juft as he had reached the top his foot’ flipped, and 
had not Mr Donellan catched him io his arms he maft have been ine- 
vitably killed. ‘The blow Mr Donelian received upon his breatt, on 
this occafion, by Sir ‘heodofius falling full upon it, was fo violent 
that it turned him fick immediately afterwards, which is a circumftance 
well known to Lady Boughton, who mutt alfo recolle& Sir Theodo- 
fius’s telling her in the coach, as they returned home, how the whole 
matter was, and faying, that he muft have been killed if his brother 
had not faved him. 

Sir Theodofius likewife often fubjeéted him{elf to danger in fwim- 
ming, which Mr Donellan hearing of, frequently advifed him, in the 
prefence and hearing of Lady Boughton and others, never to go out 
of his depth, nor into the water without bulrufhes or bladders, and 
even once or twice pulled up the bolt of the pond in the garden where 
Sir Theodofius frequently bathed, in order to reduce the water within 
his depth *, : 

It has beet reported about the country, that Sir Theodofius wanted 
no more than a month or two of being of age, and that Mr Donellan 
had fufpicions of his marrying a Mifs Fonnereay, and that as he, Sir 
‘Theodofius, had invited the young lady’s brother to Lawford the week 
of Sir Theodofius’s death, and was to return with hinfwhen he went 
back, he perpetrated the horrid deed afcribed to him undef the idea 
that he. fhould have no opportunity of doing it while Mr‘ Fonnereat 
was at Lawford; and that if Sir ‘Theodofius returned with him, he 
would be of age and would marry Mils Fonnereau before he came back, 
and thea that the chance of pofieffing his eftate wou'd be quite goné: 
but the fact was, that he then wanted eleven months of full age; and, 
as to marrying Mifs Fonnereau, no one except-Lady Boughton ever 
entertained the leaft fufpicion of the kind. Her Ladythip, indeed, 
frequently exprefled apprehenfions of it, (as the did of almoft every 
young lady he had the leaft acquaintance with) and a little before Sir 
Theodofius’s, death told Mr Donellan that, by letters which paffed be- 
tween her fon and Mr Fonnereau, the under{tood he was to be at Law- 
ford in a very (hort time. 

It has alfo been further propagated, that Mr Doncllan made ufe of 
a ftill, and that he diftilled poifons in it, and in order to prevent a 
difcovery, had put lime into the fame; he acknowledged he had a 
ftili, but never ufed it for any otKer purpofe than diltilling lavender 
and rofe waters; and as to the putting lime and water into it, he did 
that merely to deftroy fleas. He likewife put lime and water into a 
bucket, and other things, as well as into the ftill, and the reafon of 
his ufing the fill at all upon that occafion was, its being nearer at 
hand than any thing elfe. 

It was alfo faid that he ufed laurel leaves; and as the fame are faid 
to be of a poifonous nature, many cruel afperfions have been propaga- 
ted on that head: He acknewledges that he has at tumes ufed Jaurel 
Jeaves, but then it was along with other ingredients for preparing an 
aromatic bath for his feet, which he conftantly ufed after a fit of the 
gout, and found it to be very ftrengthening and ferviceable. He oft- 
en recommended this bath to Lady Boughton, as the no doubt will re- 
cplleat. He took the receipt for the preparing it from a book entit- 
Icd, ** ‘The Toilet of Flora,” publithed in the year 1779, and which 
is ready to be produced, if it fhould be found neceflary. 

Mrs Donellan kept Sufannah Sparrow in her fervice a confiderahle 
time after Mr Donellan’s commitment; but Lady Loughton telling 
Mrs Donellan that fhe ** knew Sukey to be a t—f, and a bad girl,” 
Mrs Donellan thought it pradent to part with her, and accordingly 
difcharged her very foon afterwards; upon which Lady Boughton im- 
mediately took her into her fervice. 

While the faid girl lived with Mrs Donel!lan, the took her to War-

This converfation was begun by Mr Derbythire, who knowing the 
faid girl was Mrs Doneilan’s maid, and haviag heard that the had (id 
fomething againft Mr Donellan at a country wake, alked ber if what 
had been faid about the matter was true, who faid it was not, and far- 
ther faid, that the knew nothing againit Mr Donellan. 

One Thomas Bayly, another debtor in the iid’ goal, was prefent, 
and heard the above converfation, and alfo heard the faid girl after- 
wards fay, in the garden adjoining to the goal, that the was ture hec 
matter was innocent, and wondered much at Lady Boughiton’s conduct 
towards him. 

Mary Douglas, a fervant girl of Mr Roe, the goaler, was alfo pre- 
fent, and heard the above converfation ; and the had likewife another 
converfation wiih the faid Sukey S , who ugain repeated what the 
faid before, and cried, faying, at the fame time, that the was forry to 
her font for her mafter, and was furprifed at Lady Boughton’s cruel 
and inhuman behaviour. 

On Mr D's telling Mr Webb what the above-mentioned Mr Derby- 
fhire could prove relating to Sukey S——, Mr Webb asked him (Der- 
bythire) as to the truth of it, who avowed the tame, but advitzd him 
not to fubpeena him, becaufe, if he thould be crofs-examined, he faid 
he thould not be a favourable witnefs for Mr D. ‘Thus, at that time, 
he fweafs to have been a friend to Mr D. but fince then a quarrel has 
taken place between them, owing, as Mr DV. fays, to his refufing to 
give Derbythire money. And he farther fays, that .he immediately 
thereafter fent for Mr Caldecot, the attorney for the profecution, and 
told him all he could fay, who dire€tly fabpenaed him. What he is to 
{wear is, that in a converfation which pafled between him and Mr D. he 
(Derbythire) asked Mr D. if he thought Sir T. had been poifoned, who 
faid he thought he had : That he (Derbyfhire) then asked hiny whom 
he thought the fufpicion Jay upon : "Phat he, in reply, tid, he thonght 
it lay cither upon Lady Boughton, Mr Powell, Sir ‘Theodofius’s foot- 
man, or the fervant girls. . 

But, theigh Mr Decbythire will fwear thefe things, yet he acknow- 
ledved before Mr Webb, that Mr Donnellan declared himfelf innocent 
of ever having had any hand in poifoning Sit Theodofius, and al that 
he faid he never faw the bottle Sir Vheodofius’s phytic was vontained in, 
or knew any thing atall of it, till Lady Boughton thewed the fime to 
him on the morning of Sir ‘Theodolius’s death. 

It is expedted, evidence will be called to prove that Sir Theodofins 
was in a good flate of health for fome time before his death, But Mr 
Powell can contradift that. Indeed, a letter from the faid Mr Powell 
to Mr Donellan, dated the 13ih of Juae latt, in the following wards, 
viz. ** Sir;:Pisaie to inform Sir Theodofius Boughton, ‘that I mw:an he 
(hould take the bolus over night, the purge the next merning, and the 
apozem the fume morning,” wi!l thew that Sir ‘Theodofins was far from 
being well. ‘This letter will alf> ferve asa fpecimen of- the many vio- 
lent medicines Sir Pheodofus was continually taking, and tend to prove 
the weak ftate his body mutt of courfe bereduced to. But Mr Powell 
can prove that Sir Theodefies was reduced to nearly a fheleton at his 
death, and that his iregulai:ies checked the effeéts of his (Mr Powell's) 
medicines ; and alfu, that Lir ‘hcodofius was troubled with a vencreal 
complaint. 

It uncoubtedly wor.'!d have been natural for any perfon in Mr Powell's 
fituation, on his ariival at Lawford the morning off Sir Theddofius’s 
death, to have examined the deceafed, ard have tried fome expedients 
for recovering him, and particalaily as the medicine dent by him was 
then faid to have caufid his dcath ; but, inftead of attempting to blecd 
Sir ‘Lheodofius, or to take any fleps to recover him, Mr Poweil only 
took hold of ishund, and, putting it down again, faid, ** he is dead,” 
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withing Mr Donelan fatly Boughton a good moraing, 
the whole time of his being there not exceeding ten mimtes.. 5 

It is faid, that Mr Powell is to prove his having adminiftered the, 
fame kind of medicine to Sir Theodofius, as he took the morning. of- 
his death, feveral times, and that the fame never made him fick before 
or had any ill effect; yet, when William Froft went to fetch Mr Powell 
the morning of Sir Theodofius’s death, Mr Pewell faid, on: Williany’s 
relating what had happened, * that he expceéted the medicine. would 
make Sir ‘Theodofius fick”. * He moft alfo well recolleét that Sir 
Theodofius once told him, in the hall at Lawford, when Mr Donnelian 
was prefent, that the phyfic he fent him always made him fick, and 
that he, Mr Powell, promiféd to alter it in fuch a manner as not to 
come off his ftomach. He moft likewife recollect, that Mr Donnellan, 
at the fame time, informed him, that Sir ‘Theodofius made a common 
practice of going into the water, and that he defired Mr Powell tv. telb 
him of the dangerous confequences which might attend the fame, fo il 
as he then was, and to difluade him from it all in his power. Mr Pow= 
ell acknowledged his recolleétion of this to Mr Webb. 

Mr Powell likewife acknowledged to Mr Webb, that Mr Donellam 
more than once mentioned to him, that he had been able to difeover 
that Sir Theodofius took and ufed mercury privately, and that he had 
confefled the fame to him ; and that Mr Donellan defired him. to take 
Sir Theodofius to tafk about it, and to caution him againit the likes 
future. Mr Donelian fays, that Mr Powell alfo told him he had oft+ 
en thought Sir Theodofius made ufe of mercury privately, from, his 
flobbering at his mouth; and that he faid he muft phyfic him roundly 
to lower it, but he did not acknowledge that to Mr Webb. | ‘Whe faid 
Mr Powell can further prove, that on the day of the body being opens 
ed, he, Mr Powell, followed Lady Boughton and Mr Donellan out of 
Mr Parker's houfe, as they were goipg to mount their hortes to re+ 
turn home, and that he then toldthem he was as glad as though an: 
body had given him fifty pounds that Sir Theodofius had been ope 
— that he was prefent; for that nothing was more free from poi- 
on Ft. : 

{t is alfo faid that Francis Aimos, the gardener, is to be brought to 
prove a converfation between him and Mr Donellan; and that, io the 
courfe of the fame, Mr Donellan told him that Lawford-Hall would 
foon belong to him. 

Since Sir ‘heodofius’s death, Mr Donellan recolleéts the faid Fran- 
cis Amos afking him, in the garden, whom Lawford-Hall then be- 
longed to, and that he told him it belonged to the prefent Sir Edward 
Boughton, who fucceeds to the title, and part of the eftate of the ‘late 
Sir Theodofius ; but as to the matter of faying to him, or any body 
elfe, that it would foon be his, the abfurdity of fuch a thing is alone 
fufficient to contradiét it. 

The circumftance of calling this man as an evidence, isa convincing 
proof of the unfair advantages which have been taken againft Mr D: ; 
for on the inqueft, he (Francis Amos) was particularly examined by 
the Coroner, and it appearing that he knew nothing either for or ayainft 
Mr D. his name was not méntioned in the depofitions. 38

‘The complaint was there- 
fore frivolous, and did not deferve attention merely as to its awn 
merit, becauie the only grievance that arofe, was the delay of calling 
another juror, if the prifoner had mentioned the matter in its proper 
place, and putting off the trial to a future day. But as the petition 
comprehended a queftion of the utmott importance to the rights and 
liberties of the people, and as me mex feemed to imagine that appeals 
in criminal cafes, from inteilocutory decrees of the Courts of Jutticiary 
in Scotland did lie, and were cognizable by the Houfe ot Lords, he 
would give his fettled, long fettled fentiments on the fubject; and 
thefe in fubftance were, that fuch appeals were illegal, and not wat- 
santed either by the law of ufage, or by any written law within the 
pale of the Britith conititucion. In this opinion, his Lord- 
thip obferved, he had the honour to coincide with Lord Stair, and 
with fome of the ableft and the bet dawyers, both of the prefent 
aud of prior times. He averred, that there was not one precedent 
before, or fince the Union, either by appeal to the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland, or by appeal to the Britith Houfe of J.erds, 
wherein a fingle initanee coud be adduced, which proved the 
sight er the legality of fuch appeal, or wherein there had been any 
refolution to aitirm fach right. ‘he fentences in Scotland, in all cit- 
minal eafes, were final there as well as here; nor could any mode, by 
application to the Houfe «f Peers, juitify the ftaying execution. Phe 
Lords had no power over the veruict of a jury. If they had, it woud 
be a deftruétion of the bill of rights, aod a ftab to Magna Charta. His 
lordthip therefore contended, that as there was no precedent, no law, 
no ufage that could warrant’ an ailumption in their lordihips, as oe 
branch of the legiflcaure, ta decide againit what the three eftates had 
jointly enadted, that every member of the Hou‘e would join in his o- 
pinion as to the prefent queftion. ; 

His Lordbhip faid, that he had taken particular pains to inform him- 
felf of all fach cafes as bure any refemblance to the prefent ; and that he 
had colleéted them in order to furnith their Lordthips with the ftrong- 
e(t proofs that they had not any power to fet afide the verdict of a jury 
in any criminal cafe whatfoever. He obferved, fiz/t, that in the year 
£766, a lady of fome fathion in the world, being either feduced by her 
own wi. Kked intention, or drawn afide from the paths of honour, virtue, 
and religion, by the infinuating arts of the worft of mankind, the ad- 
ded the great fin of incett and adultery with her brother, to the high 
crime of murdering her hufband. ‘he affain, he faid, mutt be in all 
their Lordthips memories, aad that the avan was hanged, and the exe- 
¢cution of the woman deferred until fhe was delivered from a pregnancy 
that the then pleaded, aod which, on examination, was found to be 
faé. (ihe lady’s name was Ogi/vie, and the aflair happened in Scot- 
land.) As foon as this woman was delivered, a petition was prefented 
to his Majeity, to pray that her execution might he deterred, until the 
appealed fiom the illegality of her feutence to the Houie of Lords. 
Here his Lordihip mentioned, that fome of the firtt opinions had been 
taken on this cafe ; but they were rather difertatious that adviled a trial 
of the fcheme, than decifugs which came from the judgment of law- 

© yers. The matter was determined by the King in Council, and it was 

- the opinion, the unanimous opinion of the law lords, and gesatlemen 
then prefent, (among whom were the prefent Chanccllor and his 
Lodfhip) that appeals from the Jufticiary fentences in Scotland, were 
not cognizable by the Houfe of Lords, when thofe appeals related to 
criminal cafes. His Lordthip adced, that he did not officially kuow 
what atterwards became of the lady ; hut it is well known, the made 
her efeupe from prifon in men’s clothes ; and, if report be true, now 
lives at Dieppe.. G 

Whe fecoud cafe which his Lerdhhip mentioned was that of Lord E- 
glingtoune, who was thot by a revenue officer. Here a doubt arofe of 
the right of appeal to the Lords; but it was on a quite different 

rE groo The matter to be decided was, Whether the fact came with- 

the jurifdiation of one court, or within the jurifdi¢tion of another ? 

The petition, however, as it tended to allow a power to the Lords to 

» decide on the verdict of a Jury in criminal cafes, was, after the full in- 
veftigation of a very full Committee, rejected. 

The third cafe which-his Lordthip altuded to wis, that of a man’s 

«breaking out of prifon ater he had been found guilty of death. Here, 
he faid, the -laws of Scotland empowered the court to identify, becaufe 
in the 7th Anne, there was not any provifionary claufe which altered 
that old mode ; in this particular, he faid, our laws materially differ- 
ed; not allowing the court to identify the prifoner on his recaption. 
An appeal, his Lordthip obferved, was attempted ina cafe on this 
ground, but it failed, and was rejeéted. 

‘The fourth cafe which his Lordihip quoted, was one wherein the ma 
giftrates of Elgin gave a poar clergyman a fimall chapel, or houfe of 
prayer, without ‘confulting the Kirk. The €onfequence was a trial, 
which determining in favour of the clergyman, the Kirk appealed, and 
by the. advice of the then Attorney-general, made that appeal as if in 
a criminal cafe; but his Lordthip obferved, that the matter was a mere 
civil sight, a conteft of property between party and party, and not in 
any degree to be confidered as a ciiminal profecution. The decree was 
affirmed. 

The fifth and laft cafe which his Lordhip mentioned, and which 
came nearer to the point than any of the reft, was that of attainder, and 
the right which Parliament was thought to affume, in fetting afide the 
decrees of confifcation of eftates, &c. and not only reftoring them to 
the priftine pofletfors, although by aéis of treafon they had forfeited 
their title to them; but alfo reftoring the rebel to his former charaéter 
of a loyal citizen. This, however, his Lordihip faid, was rather an aé& 
of royal.mercy, than parliamentary right; for the eftate, although gi- 
ven back, yet was nominally poffcficd by the Crown; and the attained 
perton acknowledged the juitice of the fentence, before the door of mer- 
cy Was opened. His Lordithip inttanced the cafe of a fchool boy, that 
in the year 1753, was with his father attainted; altheugh his age mutt 
have exempted him, even from a kaowledge of what was treafon. To 
this youth his paternal eftate was afterwards reftored—but_it was refto- 
red in the manner above-mentioned ; and not as an act of Parliament, 
which fet afide the criminal profecution againit him. His Lordthip 
fpoke for an hour and a quarter, and concluded with moving, that the 
petition fhould be rejeéted, and it was réjeéted nemine dijfentiente. The 
Hovfe adjourned to Friday.

[Phe Lard Advocate was chofen Chairman of the Committee.) — 
Lord North moved, that they or avy five of them fhould meet this 
evening in the Speaker’s Chamber, to proceed to bufinefs. 
Mr T. Townjbend remarked, that as foon as he heard the lift read, 
the hopes he had entertained that no party confideration would have 
prevailed in the buline& of the Committee, entirely vanifhed ; as he 
found that, one or two gentlemen only excepted, the Committee was 
compofed of the-moit intimate friends, and warm partitans of Admi- 
miltration. For his part, he was not angry that there were friends to 
the Minifter in the Committee; he would willingly have confented 


: that the Mini@er thould have named eleven of his cwn friends, provi- 


ded he could have had four from the fide of Oppofition; but as they 
were alniott all falt friends of Miniftry, to whom the Houfe had com- 
mitted the important affairs of India, there was but little room to hope 
that the refult of their enquiries would be beneficial to the public $ 
their labour would terminate, like that of the former Commitice on 
ludia affairs, refpeéting Lord Clive. 

He repeated his obfervation, touching the report, that the Nahob 
of Arcot had Gx or feven members within thofe walls: ‘That report, 
he faid, ought to be ferioully enquired into ; for if it was true that the 
Nabob fent over money to this country, to feat members within that 
Houte, there ws an end to the conititution, and we might be pro- 
nounced to be the molt contemptible people in the world. It was pu- 
blicly known, that a perfon had come over here in the capacity of an 
agent for the Nabob, who interefted himfelf fo much in elections, that 
the writ for the county of Wilts, which was milling for fome time, 
had been all that while in the hands of this agent. It was well known 
alfa, that this agent was aftecwards fent out to India, asa Supervitor, 
to examine into the gricvances occafioned by the Prince, in whole fer- 
vice he was. ‘There was likewife another gentleman, Mr P. Benfield, 
an avowed-agent to the Nabob, who having been charged with mil- 
conduét in. the Company’s fervice, was not brought to trial’; nay, the 
very Minifters of State, and the clerks under them, were iven at the 
India-Houte batlotting fer this gentleman, that he might be tent out 
to India’ untried, with ail the charges remaining in full force againit 
him. © If Miniiters took fach pains to fereen delinquents, what yood 
could beex, eéted from a Committee compofed of the bofom friends 
ot that very Miniftry? 

The field of enquiry was alfo too narrow. The proceedings of the 
Government of Bengal ought to be diligently examined. One day, a 
tiibute was to be paid to the Mogul; another, it was to be withheld, 
and a treaty formed with one of the country powers, to cut off a whole 
nation, harmlefs and inoffenfive. If the procecdings on this occafion 
were fairly reprefented, the conduct of the Spaniards in South Ame- 
rica, which is deferibed by all hiftorians as abominably horrid and cruel, 
would appear generous and humane, when compared with that of fome 
of the Company’s fervants in India. 

With refpect to the ferutiny which followed the ballot, he believed 
a bide ribbon was never feen upon fuch a fcrutiny before : and a firft 
Lord of ‘the ‘freafury never before gave himfelf the trouble to attend. 
It was remarkable alio, that fome members who were not ordered to 
attend the ferutiny, having gone into the ferutiny-room, had een im- 
mediately ordered to withdraw. This, he faid, was a fact, and the 
members fent away were Sir Harboard Harboard, Sir William Guile, 
and Sir Rebest Lawley. P 

Sir P. F.Clerke {poke alfo a confiderable time againft the inftitution 
of the Committee, and the manner of appointing it. 

‘The Lord Advocate faid, he could not fit filent under the imputa- 
tions which had been thrown out by the Honourable Gentleman who 
had fpoken laft but one.—In the firft place, the Honourable Member 
way forry that the friends of the Minilter had been chofen of the Com- 
mittce. If any blau.e attended the meafure, the Houfe were to blame 
for that, as the Houfe, by electing them, had determined that the 
Minitter’s friends were not improper perfons to fit in the Committee. 
Yet, if they were fuch as the Honowdble Gentleman feemed to infi- 
nuate, they mutt of courte have renounced all regard to honour, con- 
{cience, morality, and regulation, in order to qualify themfelves for e- 
very dirty bufinefs in which the minifter might have occafion to employ 
them. As he was one of thofe who had been clofen of the Commit- 
tee, it would perhaps be indelicate infhim to fay any thing that might 
favour of felf-praife ; but, thus much he could fay, that the fifteen 
Gentlemen of the Committee, before they had proceeded to any part 
of the bufinefs, for which they were chofen, enjoyed unblemifhed cha- 
acters, and unfullied reputations; and, confequently, he wodered how 
any man alive could dare to bla(t their fame, before they had done any 
thing fo deferve it. ‘The language which had been held by the Ho- 
nourable Gentleman was fuch as no gentleman would have prefumed 
to ufe, or would have been permitted to ufe without the walls of that 
Houfe. [t was extraordinary, therefore, that Gentlemen fhould fo far 
avail themfelves of the freedom of debate, as to uster things in that 
Houle, which they would not, and fhould not uttet.out of it. He de- 
fired that gentlemen might wait for the report of the Committee be- 
fore they tound fault. At prefent, their infinuations did not, with re- 
{peét to himéelf, raife any retentment in his breaft. They excited far 
different fenfations; and all he felt on that occafion was the molt fo- 
vercign contempt. He defired he might be watched through the whole 
of his proceediugs in the Committee, and if he fhould be found tu de- 
ferve cenfure, he wouldfubmit to it; but it thowed a ftrange difpofi- ‘ 
tion in Gentlemen to pronounce it before it could be deferved. 

Mr. Byxg faid, the Learned Lord {poke in favour of an open Com- 
mittee even after a Committee of Secrecy had been voted and formed ; 
for the learned Lord defired he might be watched during his proceed- 
ings in the Committee; but he knew this could not be, when none but 
the members of the Committee were to be prefent. 

The Lord Advocate replied, that he by no means preferred an open 
to a teciet Committee ; the inconvenience of the former was tou ob- 
vious to eicape any man, who did not thut his eyes—not.a word could 
be faid, not a furmife fuggetted, or a witnefs examined, thit would 
not be commented upon the next day in the’ public prints ; and when 
mifreprefentation prevailed fo much within doors, it was not very fur- 
prifing that it fhould take place abroad. When he defired that he 
might be watched, he meant that, on the report, every part of the 
proccedings might be fcrutinized and examined with the greatelt at- 
tention. 

Mr Orde, in anfwer to Mr Townfhend’s complaint, that fome 
Members, not of the Committec, had been turned out of the room, 
intormed the Houfe, that he had been the innocent cauie of that 
tranfaétion ; for, while he was intent upon the fcrutiny, he heard a 
noife ; aod without ra fing up his head, or knowing that it procceded 
from Members, defired that the room might be cleared ; but upon 
heaving afterwards that fome Members had been turned out, he called 
to them immediately to come back, but they did not hear him. 

“The queftion being now put, the motion made by Lord North was 
carried without oppolition. be 

His Lordihip then made fome other motions for giving fufficient 
powers'to the Committee to fit during an adjournment of the Houle; 
and for fitting at the India-Houfe as often as they thould think necef- 
fary, which motions were all carried wihout oppofition, He then 
_ gave notice, that he intended next weck to move a propofition to the 
Houle, grounded upon the Report of the Commiffioners of Accounts, 

the vecretury at War alto gave notice, that on Monday he thould 
move tor granting the extraordinarics of the army 

Lhe Sofdctior General acquainted the Honfe that he had a propofi. 
tion to make,. which he held to be neceflary for the fupport of morali- 
ty and religion.

. quire arepatation for cloquence in an aflemoly comp fed of ‘the low, 
the vulgar, and the illiterate. He read two advertifements, one for 
a Ibeolegicat Society in. High Holborn, where the exiltence of the ‘Frinity 
; was the theme popofed for difcuffion; the other for a Theolog cul 

Academy, at the Mufeum, Spring Gardens, for bringing forward a dif- 
fertation gbout the exiftence or non-exiltence of purgatory. He left it 
to the Hote to determine whether it was likely that religion or 
morality could be promoted in fuch aflemblies. Complaints had been

Several of the American 
Officers of rank, while prifoners, fuch as Lee, Stirling, &c. 


Wathington, who is now more in the French intereft than ever, 
oppofes every attempt towards an accommodation fhort of in- 
depence. As to General Lee, he is now neglected and def- 
vifed even by the Americans, who never had any opinion of 
his fidelity to their caufe, after he was taken prifoner ; nay fome 
of the moft violent have gone fo far as to. charge him in being 
ever fince in the Britith intereft, although they have never been 
able to prove it. 

Sir Eyre Coote was at Bengal when Hyder Ali entered the 
Carnatic; he arrived at Madras in the beginning of November, 
and is of courfe, Commander in chief in the room-of ‘Sir Hee- 
tor Monro; his prefence has infpired the troops with frefh vi- 
gour; they expect to take the ficld as foon as the weather will 
permit, and hope to be joined by eight battalions of Seapoys, 
who are on their march from Bengal. :
